Whilst, in theory a "profit" of £113 has been achieved to 
date, the majority of this money is being held in trust for 
the childrens playground project which is now underway. 
Putting aside our important social events (including the 
fireworks this month) our major expense is of course the 
production of the 'Bar Hill News', which to date is costing 
about £21 per issue or pence each. The average 'News' 
contains 7 sheets of paper and so we are currently averaging 
•g-p per sheet. 


Assuming that all our membership subscriptions, advertising 
revenue and Parish Council Grant are attributed as 'News' 
income, this totals £286 or £26 per issue or just over 4 pence 
each. Thus any drop in subscriptions/advertising/grants or 
increase in production material costs in 1976 will be vital 
issues to the 'Bar Hill News'. 

Our annual membership subscription has remained at 50pence 
(10/-) per household since 1967. If it is to remain at this 
level in 1976, it will depend upon your support. V/hether or 
not this will have to be raised is something the new BHRA 
Committee will have to decide this month. Whatever their 
decision, and as returing Chairman I hope it may remain at 
50 pence for the 10th consecutive year, your financial support 
will be vital.

PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 

Our last meeting was held on Tuesday 21st October, venue as 
usual in the Hut on the Village Green. We are always open 
to the public and were very pleased to welcome some residents 
to that meeting. 

Next meeting - public invited - Tuesday 18th November Village 
Green Hut 8 p.m. Details will be posted on the Notice Board 
in the Mall. 

1. Tescos Planning Application 

After a great deal of activity by the Parish Council in 
consulting with residents, developers, Tescos and not 
least the Planners our case for rejecting Tescos design 
of building was upheld by the District Council who are 
the Planning Authority. The essential reason for dis¬ 
liking the application was the very poor architectural 
quality of the proposed building and the Parish Council 
view was upheld and endorsed by the Architects' Panel. 

At the moment I have no indication at what stage another 
application will be presented. 

2. Planning Applications 

a) Phase 4 (beyond Pheasant Rise). A revised layout plan 
for 161 units (143 houses and 18 bungalows) was considered 
and the general view was that greater thought had been 
given to layout and design. Although there are several 
queries and suggested amendments the Parish Council hope 
this plan can be accepted by the Planning Authority on its 
revised form. 

b) Phase 11a (either side of the Drift on the east of 
the Village Green). The revised application appeared to 
be little changed and certainly with regard to maintaining 
the Drift as a track which can be walked along or the 
monotony of house type, the Council did not think their 
earlier criticisms had been resolved. This application 
will therefore be poosed. 


c) H & H Electronics have been granted permission by the 
Planning Authority to erect a 15,000 sq.ft, single storey 
building on the Industrial Estate. I am sure such a 
development is to be welcomed. 

NOTE: As soon as Applications are received by me a notice 
is posted on the board in the Mall giving brief details 
and also the date of the Parish Council Meeting at which 
the application will be discussed. The application and 
plans are available for inspection at my house by anyone 
interested and your comments either in writing or to the 
Council meeting are also welcome. 

Pogs 

These quodrupeds are still a problem. It is still only 
too obvious that many dog owners have no conception or 
conscience about the fear that can be caused to a child 
by a loose dog, or worse still the health risk of child¬ 
ren falling onto dog excreta. While bye-laws have been 
considered in the past, it is not felt that they are a 
solution to what can be a revolting problem. But the 
adoption of the roads and footpaths does mean that the 
owner of a loose dog ought to be aware of the risk of 
his dog being 'loose on the highway'. The Police can, 
and have prosecuted in such circumstance before. 

Village Green 

The Village Green is by definition an open space open 
to all on foot, but not those on power-assisted wheels. 
However, there is a piece of green grass owned by the 
Education Authority at the back of Acorn Avenue and to the 
side of the School. This is not intended for use as a 
village recreational area but as a football pitch/ 
recreation area for children when at school. At other 
times and for other activities can you please avoid using 
the School's football pitch area and use instead the 
Village Green. Again dogs excreta is particularly foul 
on the children's football pitch or on the Village Green. 

Road Adoption 

At the present time the following roads are now adopted 
roads and as such subject to the law relating to highways:- 


Phase 

I : 

Acorn Avenue, Almond Grove, Gladeside, 
Robin Close, approach road up to the 
shops and also round to the school. 

Phase 

II : 

Otter Close/Gardens, Oatlands Avenue, 
Partridge Drive. 

Phase 

VI : 

Poxhollow 

Perimeter 
Road : 

the whole length from the A604, along 
Saxon Way round the Village until it 
meets with the perimeter road again. 


All footpaths of tarmac construction in and around 
those phases are included, as is part of the Spine 
Path.

Excluded - Industrial Area, Pheasant Rise, 

Hollytrees and garage forecourts in general. 

With this change all these roads are now subject to a 
speed limit of 30 m.p.h. the requirement to tax and 
licence a vehicle on the highway, parking restrictions, 
use of crash helmet on a motor-cyle, •ontrol of dogs, 
etc. etc. 

6. School Managers 

There are 9 Managers for our School. Of the nine, three 
are appointed by the Parish Council and one of our 
appointments, Mrs. Carol Chamberlain is retiring as she 
and her family are soon to leave the Village. As the 
Parish Council need to make a replacement appointment 
for the period through to April 1977, the Parish Council 
would like to receive before 10th November, suggestions 
from the Village as to possible names. Obviously an 
interest in, and use of the School are helpful qualities. 
The Managers meet once a term and the names of existing 
Managers should be on display inside the School. 

Our thanks to Carol Chamberlain for her v/ork as School 
Managers’ Correspondent during the last year. 

7. County Structure Plan 

The County Planning Department are preparing a massive 
document as a plan for the development of the County. 

They want all people to have the opportunity to put 
their views and accordingly have prepared an explantory 
booklet which is available from Libraries. In addition 
they will consult with elected local bodies. 

8. Village Maintenance /Trust 

As predicted this is a slew business, and the earliest 
likely date for a Village Meeting to discuss a possible 
package now appears to be the end of 1975/early 1976. 

9. Kevin's going 

After five years hardwork as Secretary of the Residents' 
Association, Kevin Read-Jones is retiring. You could 
take the opportunity to express your thanks by attending 
the Residents' Association A.C-.M. on Monday 10th November, 
7.30 p.m. at the School. An effort such as Kevin's is, 

I am sure, appreciated by the Village - perhaps Monday 
10th is a good day to show it? 

10. Elections for Parish Council 

Nominations for the next Parish Council are required in 
March/April 1976. The election day is May 6th and there 
will be 11 members on the new council, with all members of 
the existing Council retiring before the election. If 
you think you might be interested we would welcome your 
presence at any future monthly Council meeting. The board 
in the Mall always has details in advance of meetings.

Some Gardening Hints for the Month 

/ 

Start to clean and clear up the garden, although this month 
so many flowers are blooming profusely, it would be a pity to 
cut them down yet. Get up beetroot and carrots and store 
away. Clobber caterpillars on brussel'. sprouts and other 
winter greens and prepare to plant out spring cabbage. Dig 
over the vegetable garden from cleared areas as soon as possible, 
leave rough to enable the winter climate to ’weather' the soil 
into a nice tilth for spring sowing and planting. Into part 
of the roughly dug over patch sow broad beans, which vail sur¬ 
vive a not too severe winter. Don’t delay digging over our 
heavy land, the more 'weathering' the better. 

Allotments 

Allotments have been allocated. The site was ploughed and 
harrowed, so digging is not strictly necessary, except perhaps 
for getting out couch grass, a perennial pernicious weed also 
known as squitch and twitch. 

Trees, bushes and perennial plants 

These can be planted from now n in well prepared and hopefully 
weed free soil. Water copiously as soon as planted, this 
settles the soil particles down, nature abhors a vacuum, esp¬ 
ecially around the roots. Start to look through the seed and 
plant catalogues. _
